close  o\  fiscal    1975  finds  the  Town  of  Bridgewater  again 
.:  sound  financial  condition  with  a  surplus  of  $2,978  and  an 
landing   debl   of  $3,750  which   will   be   retired  during  fiscal 
n. 

Due  to  the  lengthy  processes  involved  in  the  establishment  of 
,i  Refuse  Disposal  District,  the  Selectmen  are  unable  at  this  time 
to  present  a  proposal  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Town  Meeting. 
Absence  of  guidelines  to  follow,  as  no  other  Disposal  District  is 
in  existence  at  this  time,  forces  us  to  attempt  to  foresee  all  the 
necessary  details  needed  for  an  agreement. 

We  are  able  to  report  that  since  last  Town  Meeting,  the 
Selectmen  of  both  Hebron  and  Bridgewater  have  visited 
incinerator  installations  in  New  Hampshire,  Maine  and 
Connecticut.  We  are  all  in  accord  concerning  the  manufacturer, 
model,  and  method  of  installation  which  will  best  suit  our 
particular  needs  and  arc  proceeding  with  the  project. 

\  12  Acre  tract  of  land  at  the  rear  of  the  present  dump  site 
has  been  purchased  by  the  Town,  after  being  approved  by  the 
appropriate  State  Agencies  as  a  suitable  location.  Contracts 
have  been  executed  for  the  incinerator  and  building  with 
delivery  in  the  earh  spring  and  full  operation  by  the  summer 
season. 

An  article  has  been  included  in  the  warrant  asking  that  the 
sum  of  $5,500  be  allocated  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds,  and 
$3. 000  by  appropriation,  providing  that  the  Town  of  Hebron 
appropriates  a  similar  amount.  This  will  provide  a  total  of 
$60,000  in  cash  available  for  the  project  thereby  reducing  the 
amount  of  debt  to  be  incurred  by  the  District. 

The  T.R.A.  project  on  the  Dick  Brown  Road,  started  in  the 
fall  of  1975,  proved  to  be  considerably  more  expensive  than 
anticipated.  A  large  amount  of  rocks,  boulders  and  some 
corduroy,  which  had  caused  many  problems  in  the  past,  needed 
to  be  removed  and  replaced  with  fill.  The  net  result  was  an 
overexpenditure  of  $7,200. 

Once  again  a  supply  of  good  quality  gravel  at  a  reasonable 
price  is  becoming  extremely  difficult  to  find.  The  Selectmen 
were  able  to  negotiate  an  agreement  with  L.M.  Pike  for  15.000 
yards  on   their  property   in   the   River   Road   at  30c  per   yard   or 
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$4,500  which  is  approximately  a  seven  to  eight  year  supply. 

The  Highway  Department  annually  spends  about  $2,000  for 
gravel  which  is  included  in  the  1976  Highway  Budget.  The 
balance  of  $2,500  is  included  under  new  construction  in  the 
general  budget. 

In  past  years  the  Town  has  relied  entirely  upon  surrounding 
towns  for  fire  protection,  and  this  generally  has  been  very 
effective  from  our  point  of  view.  However,  it  should  be  pointed 
out  that  when  fire  equipment  is  sent  out  of  any  town  to  another 
town,  their  capability  is  reduced  proportionately,  which  is 
frowned  upon  by  both  the  insurance  underwriters  and  the 
townspeople.  In  view  of  this,  and  in  an  earnest  desire  to  provide 
better  fire  protection  for  the  town,  a  Fire  Department  has  been 
organized. 

Previously  existing  agreements  with  surrounding  towns  are 
still  in  force  with  the  understanding  that  the  Bridgewater 
Department  will  be  notified  and  will  participate  in  fighting  the 
fire. 

The  Bridgewater  Department  has  a  complement  of  15  men. 
The  officers  have  taken  courses  at  the  Meadowbrook  Fire 
Training  School  in  Fitzwilliam,  N.H.  and  other  training  programs 
are  projected  for  the  coming  year. 

Present  equipment  consists  of  a  4  x  4  equipped  with  pump, 
hose  and  tools.  The  vehicle  is  on  loan  from  the  U.S. 
Government  through  the  N.H.  Forestry  Department.  Another 
vehicle  on  loan  is  a  6  x  6  chassis.  A  1000  gallon  tanker  and  a 
separate  front-mount  pump  have  been  purchased  and  financed 
by  the  Department. 

A  Red  Phone  system  to  report  fires  has  been  installed  and  is 
financed  by  a  monthy  raffle.  To  report  a  fire,  the  number  is 
8081. 

There  is  a  warrant  article  asking  for  an  appropriation  of 
$2,500,  of  which  $800  will  reimburse  the  Department  for  the 
tanker  and  front-mount  pump.  The  balance  will  equip  the  6  x  6 
with  a  tank  and  other  badly  needed  equipment.  This  should  place 
the  department  in  a  position  to  apply  for  membership  in  a 
Mutual  Aid  Association  along  with  surrounding  towns  and  result 
in  improved  fire  protection  for  the  Town.

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector, 
Town  Clerk,  Road  Agent  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  INFORMATION 

General  Fund: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  -  As  of  December  31,  1974 
and  December  31,  1975:  [Exhibit  A-l] 

Comparative  balance  sheets  as  of  December  31,  1974  and 
December  31,  1975  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  current  surplus  of  the  Town  decreased  by  $2,970 
from  $5,948  at  December  31,  1974  to  $2,978  at  December  31, 
1975.

As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a 
revenue  deficit  of  $3,950,  less  a  net  unexpended  balance  of 
appropriations  of  $991,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of 
$2,959.

The  fiscal  activity  in  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  account 
during  the  year  is  disclosed  in  Exhibit  B-2.  Entitlement 
payments  received  by  the  Town  in  1975  amounted  to  $10,067 
and  interest  of  $409  was  realized  on  idle  funds  invested.  There 
were  no  unexpended  or  unencumbered  funds  remaining  at 
December  31,  1975. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were 
examined  and  audited  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  were 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  were 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by 
the    Tax    Collector's    records.    Consequently,    the    amounts    of 
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uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are 
subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return 
of  verification  notices. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71 -A,  Section  21,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated,  require  that  the  auditors'  summary  of 
findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be 
published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town.  Publication  of 
the  Exhibits  contained  in  the  audit  report  is  optional,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Bridgewater  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  TOWN  TRUST  FUNDS 

The  financial  report  of  the  various  Trust  Funds  is  shown  on 
page  27.  It  will  be  noted  that  a  new  memorial  fund  has  been 
established  for  a  plot  within  the  Whittemore  Point  Cemetery, 
just  as  the  Batchelder  Fund  is  for  the  care  of  a  single  lot  in  the 
Emerson  Cemetery. 

We  are  making  a  great  effort  in  the  Bicentennial  Year  to  map 
all  of  the  cemeteries  in  Bridgewater  which  have  public  Trust 
Funds  and  to  establish  a  procedure  for  keeping  them  up-to-date. 
We  record  with  sorrow  the  death  of  our  colleague  Francis  W. 
Clement  on  March  15,  1975  only  a  few  days  after  his  re-election 
as  Trustee.  He  had  served  continuously  since  1933  having 
succeeded  his  father,  David  B.  Clement.  He  was  buried  in  the 
Emerson  Cemetery  which  he  himself  had  cared  for  lovingly  over 
a  period  of  many,  many  years.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city  coun- 
cils, the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire 
warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town  and 
city  every  three  years.  The  town  or  city  warden  is  responsible 
for  maintaining  a  force  of  men  and  adequate  equipment  to 
suppress  any  wildfire  that  occurs  in  his  town  or  city  during  his 
term  of  appointment.  The  fire  warden  must  authorize  all  open 
burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  No  open 
fires  can  be  authorized  between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.,  unless  it  is 
raining,  without  the  additional  permission  of  the  state  district 
fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission 
of  the  forest  fire  warden.  Camp  and  cooking  fires  also  require 
the  warden's  permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire 
Service,  assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these 
requirements  by  training  the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in 
wildfire  suppression  tactics,  making  hand  tool  suppression 
equipment  available  at  fifty  percent  of  cost,  supplying  pieces  of 
Federal  excess  property  for  use  as  fire  attack  vehicles  and 
sharing  up  to  fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  wildfire  suppression 
costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town  program. 
Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Service  for  local 
fire  prevention  programs.  Posters  and  Junior  Ranger  kits  are 
available  for  distribution  by  local  fire  departments  upon  request 
to  the  Forest  Fire  Service.  Each  forest  fire  warden  is  expected 
to  carry  on  a  continuous  wildfire  prevention  program  within  his 
town  or  city.

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NEWFOUND  AREA  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 
Town  Report  -  1975 

Since  January  of  1975  the  Newfound  Area  Nursing 
Association  has  undergone  many  changes.  Mrs.  Kathleen 
Almeida  was  hired  as  back-up  nurse  and  trained  to  move  into 
full  time  when  Mrs.  Mary  Lee  Bourcier  left  due  to  pregnancy. 
Since  April  Mrs.  Almeida  has  been  charge  nurse  and  learning 
new  aspects  of  home  care  all  the  time.  The  N.A.N. A.  office  was 
moved  in  Dec.  after  the  generous  offer  of  the  Bristol  Community 
Services  was  made  to  them.  The  office  is  now  located  in  the 
lower  level  of  the  B.C.C.  building.  This  space  is  rent  free  and 
was  made  so  to  this  non-profit  organization. 

Two  blood  pressure  clinics  were  held  this  past  year.  One  in 
May  with  approximately  70  people  availing  themselves  and  one 
in  Aug.  with  75  people  taking  advantage  of  these  free  services. 
Both  the  clinics  were  co-sponsored  by  N.A.N. A.  and  the  local 
Ambulance  Association.  N.A.N. A.  also  participated  in  two  blood 
mobiles  that  were  sponsored  by  the  American  Red  Cross.  A  flu 
shot  clinic  was  also  given,  sponsored  by  the  Bristol  Women's 
Club  and  N.A.N. A.  This  was  open  to  the  public  at  a  cost  of 
$1.50  per  shot.  It  was  attended  by  52  people.  Dr.  William  Walsh 
was  on  hand  to  administer  the  injections. 

Due  to  the  financial  burden  of  tightened  Medicare 
reimbursements,  the  nurses  have  curtailed  any  meetings  other 
than  those  that  are  required.  But  education  is  ongoing  with  a 
large  quantity  of  printed  material  coming  into  the  office. 

Skilled  nursing  visits  numbered  1,325.  These  visits  are 
made  by  a  professional  nurse  to  give  a  patient  medical 
treatment.  Medicare  defines  what  type  of  treatment  or 
procedure  will  be  termed  as  skilled. 

46  physical  therapy  visits  were  made  this  year.  These  are 
done  by  a  registered  physical  therapist.  A  second  service  is 
required  by  Medicare  for  all  V.N.A.'s  who  are  Medicare 
approved.  Physical  therapy  was  chosen  because  the  demand 
seemed  to  be  greater  in  this  area  for  that  type  of  service  rather 
than  services  such  as  Occupational  therapy  of  home  health 
aides. 

During  each  year  all  residents  are  entitled  to  one  free  home 
visit.  These  are  termed  health  promotions.  268  of  these  were 
made  this  year.  After  the  initial  visit,  all  subsequent  visits  are 
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made  under  a  doctor's  orders.  Our  two  local  physicians  are  most 
helpful.  Throughout  the  year  we  have  had  approximately  12 
referrals  from  Dr.  Bell,  15  from  Dr.  Walsh  and  24  from  other 
Drs.  in  the  area.  These  subsequent  visits  are  charged  to  the 
patient.  If  there  is  no  third  party  payment  involved,  we  try  to 
use  a  sliding  scale  where  the  charge  is  established  by  what  the 
patient  can  afford.  The  difference  between  actual  cost  of  a  visit 
($14)  and  what  is  paid  to  the  agency  is  termed  free  service. 
$1,426.50  of  this  was  given  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  1976 

The  Conservation  Commission  met  on  January  14th  (all 
members  present)  and  respectfully  submits  the  following  report 

on  its  activities  since  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  1975. 

(1)  Six  requests  for  permission  to  dredge  and  fill  were 
received  from  the  Town  Clerk.  Each  of  these  was  investigated, 
usually  by  a  visit  to  the  site.  In  no  case  was  it  felt  that  the 
proposed  operation  would  be  harmful  to  the  environment  of  the 
town.  Most  of  them  involved  repair  of  property  which  had  been 
damaged  by  the  flash  flood  of  July  1973. 

(2)  In  June  1975  the  site  of  the  Town  Forest  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Dick  Brown  Road  near  Clay  Corner,  formerly  known  as 
the  H.  Fogg  place,  was  inspected  by  State  and  County 
Foresters.  On  their  recommendation  the  boundaries  were 
surveyed  and  marked.  The  work  was  paid  for  by  the  remaining 
funds  received  in  1972  from  the  Ford  Foundation.  Shortly 
thereafter  a  further  study  in  greater  detail  was  made  by  Leslie 
Sargent,  County  Forester,  and  his  assistant,  Jeffrey  Bryan,  who 
prepared  and  sent  us  a  beautifully  drawn  sketch  with  analysis  of 
the  types  of  vegetation  and  specific  recommendations  about 
future  use.  The  report  is  on  file  and  available  for  inspection. 

A  pleasant  surprise  resulting  from  the  survey  of  the  north 
boundary  which  is  part  of  the  Plymouth-Bridgewater  line  was 
the  fact  that  about  1500  feet  of  the  main  branch  of  Clay  Brook, 
with  several  pretty  cascades  and  pools  lies  wholly  inside 
Bridgewater.  It  is  surrounded  by  a  variety  of  beautiful  ferns  and 
other  interesting  vegetation  and  offers  a  splendid  opportunity  for 
the  development  of  a  Nature  Trail.  It  is  recommended  that  this 
should  be  included  in  plans  for  the  use  of  the  Town  Forest. 

(3)  It  is  also  recommended  that  the  Selectmen  appoint  a  Town 
Forester  to  be  responsible  for  carrying  out  the  plan  given  us  by 
the  Grafton  Forester's  Office.
